STABLISHED in the year 1847 as the seat of Sir Philip 





Rose, the first Baronet, Rayners became rich in its asso- 
ciation with the late Earl of Beaconsfield, K.G., who, in his 
lifetime, was a frequent visitor and intimate friend of Sir Philip, 
who ultimately becaine his executor. A chestnut tree planted in 
the grounds by the late Earl, now possesses historical interest, 
and a granite obelisk, faithfully record the association.
